Expenditures 
Hard to Cut 


OTTAWA, Feb. 2. — (CP)—A 
battle against bulging government 
expenditures is being waged by the 
treasury board. 

The board, headed by Finance 
Minister Abbott, annually is 
assigned the task of scrytinizing 
the expenditure which various 
government departments propose 
for the ensuing fiscal year, 

In the last few years, with rev- 
enues running ahead of expecta- 
tions, the board’s task was not dif- 
ficult. But this year the situation 
is changed. Government revenues 
are falling, largely as a result of 
tax reductions in the last budget. 
Rising costs are increasing expen- 
ditures, 

Caught in this squeeze between 
dropping revenues and increasing 
expenditures, the government in- 
6tructed the board to make econ- 
omy the watchword and to scruti- 
nize the reasons behind every pro- 
posed expenditure for the 1950-51 
fiscal year, starting April 1. 


The board has undertaken the 
task, but reports from various gov- 
ernment sources indicate it 1s hav- 
ing a difficult time trying to effect 
reductions. 

Part of its dilemma is caused by 
the fact that some departments, 
notably national defence and 
national health and welfare, have 
commitments necessitating in- 
creased rather than decreased ex- 
penditures,

No More $1 Options 


In a little more than a week, now, the 
First New Amsterdam Corporation, rep- 
resented by L. E. Detwiler of New York, 
will lay before the city its plans for a 
multi-million-dollar shopping and com- 
merce centre in EXimonton., 

The answer of the average Edmonton 
citizen to that thrilling bit of news is this: 

“No more $1 options!” 

The preliminary proposals of Mr. Det- 
wiler's associates sound very attractive. 

It would be a wonderful thing for this 
city if moneyed interests would establish 
a miniature Rockefeller Centre in the 
downtown area on a self-liquidating basis 
without any strings to it. 

It would be a marvelous thing if this 
project would conform completely to our 
town planning regulations and if every- 
thing should prove to be sweet and lovely 
and on the up and up. 


Judicial and Legisla 


The supreme court of Canada appears 
to be usurping the functions of parlia- 
ment in its hearing of the rental control

It is the function of the supreme court 
to say whether or not the rental control 
system is valid. It is not the function of 
the supreme court to say whether or not 
the rental control system is good.

Just a Little Matter 


The ceremony which elevated the Hon- 
orable George B. O'Connor to be head of 
the supreme court of Alberta has given 
rise to a number of errors and misconcep- 
tions which should be made clear. 

In the first place, it has been said that 
Chief Justice O'Connor was sworn in as 
“chief justice of the appellate division.” 

There is no such office, Chief Justice 
O’Connor was sworn in as “chief justice 
of the supreme court of Alberta, styled 
chief justice of Alberta.” 

There is a “chief justice of the trial 
division.” There is no such thing as “chief 
justice of the appellate division.” 

In the second place it has been said 
that Chief Justice O'Connor is the “second 
chief justice of the appellate division in the 
province's history.” 

This contention is in error historically 
as well as in point of nomenclature. 


But, as The Bulletin remarked some 
days ago, it is so difficult to believe in 
fairy godmothers. 

And while the most careful investiga- 
tion has failed to reveal any phony tinge 
to the gentlemen making the proposal, 
a good many Edmontonians have been de- 
manding to know the whereabouts of the 
joker. 

There may be no joker at all, 

It may be one of those rare things that 
cities very infrequently get for nothing. 

If that is the case and a most thoruugh 
scrutiny reveals no trace of any attempt 
to secure valuable city property for a 
song and dance, the project should be fa- 
cilitated in every possible way. 

But there must be no long-drawn-out 
maypole dance as we had with Mr. 
Boright.

The current disposition to delegate 
government to such bodies is seen all too 
clearly in the obvious tendency of the 
supreme court to decide points which can 
only be decided properly by an elected 
commons. 


Of History 


The first chief justice having to do 
with appeals was the Honorable Arthur 
L. Sifton who became chief justice of the 
Supreme court of Alberta in 1907 when 
this province was hewn out of the North 
West Territories. 

When Chief Justice Sifton became pre- 
mier of Alberta, he was succeeded by the 
Honorable Horace Harvey who headed the 
supreme court which heard both trials and 
appeals. 

Later, when the appellate and trial 
divisions were separated, Chief Justice 
Scott presided over the appellate division 
and Chief Justice Harvey stepped down 
to be chief of the trial division 

On the death of Chief Justice Scott, 
Chief Justice Harvey again became head 
of appeals 

Thus, the appointment of Chief Jus- 
tice O’Connor is the fifth appointment to 
the presidency of appeals in Alberta.

Clause of School Act 
Is Hardship on Some 


It has been recognized that 
when school children, attend a 
school in a districy in which 


they do not reside, a fee may be 
charged. 

In order to make the imposi- 
tion of such a charge valid, the 
Alberta School Act provides as 
follows; Section 215 — (1) No 
fees shall be charged by the 
Board of any district or division 
on account of the attendance at 
a school of the district or divi- 
sion, of any child whose parents 
or lawful guardian is a resident 
of the district or division, 

On the face of it, this provision 
might seem to be perfectly clear 

Unfortunately, the results are 
somewhat different 

The school act does not make 
it clear as to what constitutes 
residence in a district 

But there have been a number 
of legal decisions on similar acts 
It would seem that these decisions 
have ruled that in determining 
residences, the residence of the 
father is what must be consider 
ed, and officials have then gone 
on to declare that the residence 
of the father is the place where 
he normally sleeps and eats his 
meals, 


Point Hasn’t 
Been Tested Yet 


This point has not been tested 
in the Alberta courts. But the 
legal advisor to the Edmonton 
School Board has advised the 
Board that under the existing 
legislation, this would be the 
proper test of residence under 
the school act, There is no rea- 
son to question this opinion 

On the law, as it stands today, 
that opinion would appear to be 
entirely correct 

If a family Ed-
